family allowances, retiring pensions, a shorter work week, 
tax-free overtime pay and the raising of the exemption on 
income taxes. These things are complementary to pro 
duction. They translate the real wealth of production into

The present tax laws are deadening the incentive to 
work. They are slowing up production, They lower- 
ing the Jiving standards of Canadians. 

Production depends upon the opportunities created by 
government for the expansion of private industry And 
yet private enterprise cannot accomplish everything.

The housing shortage in Canada’ ac- 
cording to reports from many cities, is 
becoming steadily more acute. Yet Ottawa 
declines to take the simple steps essential 
to any unravelling of the tangle, namely 
the use of government money to subsi- 
dize. the building of modern low-rental 
homes for servicemen and for those 80 
percent of Canadiaris who earn less than 
$2,100 a year. 

There are, of course, two major reasons 
for this obduracy; first, the reactionary 
reluctance of the Hon. J. L. Ilsley to inter- 
fere with the operations of private in- 
dustry which, under prasent circum- 
stances, cannot possibly take the loss of 
capital and interest inherent im the build- 
ing of modern low-rental homes; and, sec- 
ondly, the fact that responsibility for 
housing remains divided among a bewilder- 
ing number of departments, bureaus and 
committees.

the tears or prayers of seven wo- 
men in a forgotten corner of the 
Canadian back-country? Their suns 
were in pron. Yes—but were not 
millions of others still worse off?

| HAVE FOUGHT in some big 
battles, and many little ones. I 
have deserved and taken many lick- 
ings in these battles, and will no 
doubt deserve and take more. But 
once or twice I have got quite a 
kick out of some thing I helped do 
—siich as when I helped get C. D 
Howe into Parliament, or Chubby 
Power into his first cabinet job 

But of all the thrills 1 ever got 
for fighting other people's bat 
I never got a more pleasant one 
than when I did my bit to get a 
Doukhobor mother out of peniten- 
tiary so that her baby could be born 
free. 

I have that bonnie little girl's pic- 
ture now, Baby Sara Rezanoff is as 
beautiful a litthe Canadian girl as 
I have ever seen. She's just about 
old enough now (as I recall our 
own) to be gurgling words like 
Dada—Dada 

But—maybe not Maybe that 
would be too strange 

For Baby Sara hasn't seen her 
Dada yet because her Dada is one 
of the considerable gteup of 
Doukhobors still in jail,

The best type of fast to use for 
the purpose is the straight water 
fast. In a fast of this kind the pa 
tient drinks freely of water for a 
few days, taking one daily enema 
and also taking one daily sponge 
shower bath. The 5 day fast may 
be undertaken safely at home and 
even a short fast of this length will 
often produce remarkable results 
in stopping the wheezing 

After the fast, the patient must 
follow a careful diet for some time 
if he wishes to be relieved per- 
manently of all asthmatic symp- 
toms. In addition, it is a good plan 
for him to take breathing exercises 
tu strengthen the diaphragm.
